Major Williams said yesterday 
he had written a number of ap- 
plicants for state patrol jobs and 
invited them to apply for the “cus- 
todial officer” posts. He expects to 
have 30 men in the first class. 

The plan for placing well- 
trained, intelligent and better-paid 
guards in the penal system was 
announced by Moore and Williams 
after Moore had asked Attorney 
General IT. Grady Head to investi- 
Gate the possibility that some 
guards and wardens were crimin- 
aily responsible for recent mass 
prison breaks. 

As new reform plans followed 
recent escapes yesterday, State 
Senator Claude Pittman, speaking 
at Rockmart, Ga., blamed prison 
breaks on the old prison regime 
and not the new penal program. 

Pittman, who was chairman of 
the senate penitentiary committee, 
said he found the prisoners at Car- 
tersville, Douglas and Folkston 
highway camps—scenes of mass 
breaks—had not been informed of 
the general assembly’s efforts to 
establish a new penal system. 
They were not allowed newspa- 
pers, radios or very much com- 
munication with the outside world, 
Pittman charged. 

He said these old-line prison of- 
ficials hate the new law because 
“they know it will terminate their 
crue] methods.” While Georgia has 
many good wardens and guards, 
Pittman said his committee had 
found some guards and walking 
bosses who had been convicted of 
murder and then pardoned and 
placed in charge of prisoners.

Flying Fortresses and Mitchells 
raided the Athens airfield for the 
third consecutive day.

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Aegean Policy 


Is Reshaped 


By WILLIAM SMITH WHITE. 
LONDON, Nov. 18.—(4#)—The 
Allies appeared tonight to be 
about to write off a small but 
costly experimental campaign 
against the relatively weak pe- 
rimeter of the German island de- 


fenses off Greece, but there were 
indications that the next lunge 
might be against the strong heart 
of the enemy’s Aegean line, per- 
haps with the aid of Turkey. 
The fall of Samos, last. Aegean 
island of consequence still in Al- 
lied hands, was by every sign im- 
minent. Samos was under violent 
attack by German bombers spring- 
ing from Rhodes and from near- 
by Cos. Berlin said briefly today 
that Nazi divebombers dropped 
bombs of all caliber on military 
targets on the island yesterday. 


Nazis Paid Heavily. 

The Germans’ capture of near- 
by Leros, announced Wednesday, 
cost them casualties greater than 
the total British force employed, 
more than 36,000 tons of shipping 
sunk and air losses exceeding 
those of the Allies by three to 
one, British officers in Cairo said 
today. 

The British Middle East com- 
mander, General Sir Henry Mait- 
land Wilson, told newspapermen 
in Cairo that “as a diversion the 
whole Aegean operation has paid 
us a dividend.” 

Abandonment of perimeter 
fighting for a more direct thrust 
at the Axis in the Aegean area 
was seen as increasingly likely 
with receipt of a dispatch from 
William B. King, Associated Press 
correspondent at Ankara, report- 
ing Turkey headed toward active 
belligerency at the side of the 
United Nations. 

Change in Policy. 

Even before this, there was per- 
ceptible a new acceptance among 
military men of the proposition 
that the Nazis must be hit where 
they are the strongest before 
again assaulting them where they 
are the weakest. 

Already softening air attacks 
against Germany’s main outer 
line of defense in the Aegean 
were well under way. Allied an- 
nouncements told today of heavy 
and damaging assaults by Ameri- 
can Fortresses and Mitchells 
against the two main airdromes 
in the Athens area in the third 
raid in three days, and of attacks 
on Crete and Rhodes by airmen 
of the middle eastern command. 

In addition, British comman- 
dos have raided the island of 
Symi, which lies just north of 
Rhodes and earlier was retaken 
by the Germans, the Cairo radio 
said tonight. The commandos de- 
stroyed a post office and dam- 
aged a power station and killed 
14 Germans, Cairo said.

House Votes To Put Prewar 
Dads at Bottom of Draft List 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—() 
The house voted unanimously to- 
day to put prewar fathers at the 
bottom of the draft pool. 

The legislation, approved after 
less than half an hour of debate 
amid predictions that few, if any, 
prewar fathers will be needed aft- 
er the first of the year, was sent to 
a recessed senate where its over- 
whelming approval is expected 
Monday. 

It does not prohibit the induc- 
tion of prewar fathers, but it does 
require that they be called only 
after the nationwide pool of avail- 
able non-fathers has been ex- 
hausted. Available non-fathers 
are those not deferred for occu- 
pational or other reasons. 


By prohibiting the induction of 
men because of their occupations, 
the legislation in effect nullifies 
a recent War Manpower Commis- 
sion order listing certain occupa- 
tions as non-deferrable regardless 
of the dependency status of the 
occupant. 

To guarantee a steady source 
of manpower for the armed forces, 
the legislatiaqn provides that the 
prewar fathers be called last “un- 
der such rules and regulations as 
the President may prescribe, on 
the basis of the best inventory 
information available to him at 
the time of allocating calls, with- 
out affecting the usual regular 
and orderly flow of the nation’s 
manpower into the armed forces.” 

To be considered a father under 
the legislation, a man must have 
been married prior to December 
8, 1941, and have’a child or chil- 
dren born before September 15, 
1942. 

Representative Kilday, Demo- 
crat, Texas, told the house during 
today’s debate the legislation 
should curtail the number of pre- 
war fathers drafted this year, and 
added a bélief few, if any, such 


men would be needed next year 
on the basis of the present out- 
look.

elaborate airports and landing 
fields -which hardly need more 
than the arrival of Allied bombing 
planes and their crews to be trans- 
formed into bases for far-reaching 
operations against Axis held terri- 
tory. Turkey’s army, made up of 
some of the bravest soldiers in the 
world, probably could not go into 
action before spring in any event, 
since the winter in Thrace is not 
fighting weather. 


The new Turkish position nat- 
urally stems’ from the Moscow 
conference and subsequent talks 
in Cairo between Turkish Foreign 
Minister Numan Menemencioglu 
and British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, though the best 
thought here still is that Eden 
made no specific demads on 
Turkey. 

Menemencioglu reported on the 
Cairo talks last night to the par- 
liamentary group of the people’s 
Republican party, and, according 
to. a subsequent announcement, 
“set forth the Turkish line of con- 
duct on the framework of a treaty 
of alliance with Great Britain.” 

The meeting, which was attend- 
ed by Pesident Inonu, said it “‘ap- 
proved unanimously the conduct 
of the.government.” An independ- 
ent group of the people’s party 
has given similar approval of the 
government’s decision. 

Apparently alarmed at the turn 
of events, Franz von Papen, Nazi 
ambassador to Turkey, returned 
to Germany two days ago. The 
Nazi-controlled Paris radio said 
he was received by Hitler Thurs- 
day. 

One of ‘the unsubstantiated re- 
ports going the rounds here is that 
Eden told Menemencioglu that 
Russia wanted Turkey in the war 
to protect her flank and as a guar- 
antee of Turkey’s faith in the Al- 
lied cause. 

Menemencioglu was said to 
have replied that Turkey would 
go on helping the Allies subrosa 
and would eventually enter the 
war against the Axis, but that for 
the time being she did not wish 
to provoke the Germans to active 
retaliation.

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No Secret Agreements 

| Making his report to congress as the first 
cabinet member ever to address that body in 
joint session, Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
stated, yesterday, that at the Moscow confer- 
ence “there were no secret agreements and 
none was suggested.” 

Of all the significant things the secretary 
-revealed, none surpasses this in importance. 
For it is imperative that, if the free nations 
of the world are to co-operate for peace after 
the war is done, secret treaties, secret pledges 
and secret plottings between nations must go 
into the eternal discard. 

What we must have, as free peoples, is 
“open covenants, openly arrived at.” 

There has been nothing in all past history 
so productive of war as secret agreements be- 
tween nations. Such pacts, because of their 
secrecy, inevitably are at the expense of some 
other nations. They ignore the rights of 
peoples to determine their own allegiances 
and their own form of government and at- 
tempt, in private bargaining, to doom others 
to serve the purposes and designs of the treaty 
makers. 

It is the hope of free men everywhere that, 
in the making of the peace and in the main- 
taining of that peace, the United Nations shall 
openly and fearlessly seek a world which shall 
best bring security and opportunity to all men. 
Only on such a basis can the world save itself 
from future self-destruction. 

Through co-operation with other nations 
likewise intent upon security “we can and will 
remain masters of our own fate,” Hull told 


congress. 

Only through such co-operation, he might 
have said, can we, the United States, remain 
free. No nation, under modern conditions, can 
stand alone. National isolationism is not only 
dead for the United States, it is dead for the 


entire world. 


From now on Der Fuehrer will just have 
to keep whistling.

Moral Turpitude? 

Various members of city council, in appar- 
ent attempt to justify the granting of liquor 
licenses to men with records as bootleggers, 
stated that bootlegging was not a crime in- 
yolving moral turpitude. City Attorney Jack 
Savage, called upon for an opinion as to what 
constitutes “moral turpitude” said it relates 
only to more serious offenses than bootlegging 
and added that Georgia courts have held that 
bootlegging is not a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude. 

Furthermore, Attorney Savage gave it as 
his opinion that lottery cases were in the same 
category as bootlegging. 

In other words, it appears that bootlegging 
and lottery operation, while crimes according 
to man’s law, are not sins violating the moral 
laws of God. 

Which, while perhaps strange logic, should 
be comforting to the bootlegging and lottery 
fraternities. 

As a matter of fact, regardless of the exact 
wording of laws or ordinances dealing with the 
issuance of liquor licenses, the intent of the 
license law was to prevent the liquor business 
from falling into the hands of men inclined 
to violate the law. It is essential, if the liquor 
business is to be properly conducted, if it is to 
be held under that legal control which is con- 
ceded by all to be essential, it must be entirely 
in the hands of men who place obedience to 
the law above all other considerations. 

To argue that men with records of numer- 
ous convictions. for bootlegging or lottery oper- 
ation are men fit to be trusted with observance 
of the law is to argue an absurdity. Such men 
have, in the past, placed their own desire to 
make money above respect for the law. They 
have sought profits, legal or illegal. To contend 
they will not continue to seek such profits, 
even though in doing so they violate the laws 
and regulations supposed to govern the Sale 
of liquors, is carrying faith in such characters 
too far. 

While, as several council members said, 
“generally church members do not seek liquor 
licenses,” it is still possible to find good, law- 
abiding citizens who are worthy of the com- 
munity faith implied when the sale of legal 
liquor is placed in their hands. 

Bootlegging may, in the opinion of some 
courts, not involve moral turpitude but, unless

the legal sale of liquor is kept strictly legal, it 
will involve a return to the bootlegging of pro- 
hibition days which, as all remember, involved 
a lot of crimes about whose moral turpitude 
there can be no question. 


Who Are Responsible? 

The tragic statistics on juvenile delinquency 
made public by Chief of Police Hornsby should 
serve as challenge to all Atlantans concerned 
with the future of their city and its people. 

It is too easy to dismiss the spread of 
youthful immorality as an expected result of 
war conditions and of the mental strain war 
places upon all, old and young alike. Whatever 
the cause, such spread of youthful laxity will 
bring an inevitably tragic harvest, not only in 
the immediate sorrow of those directly con- 
cerned, but in years to come when the youth 
now straying from rectitude follows that in- 
clination into a life of viciousness and of crime. 

In some individual cases it is impossible to 
place blame on any person or cause. It seems 
to be the tragic fate of same to go astray re- 
gardless of all influences. 

However, in too many cases it can truhtfully 
be stated that the initial lame for the young, 
ruined lives rests upon the parents. Not that 
they have wilfully rave. perhaps, but that 
they have lacked the knowledge and the sym- 
pathetic tact needed in helping youth through 
the danger years. 

The mere fact of parenthood does not auto- 
matically fit anyone for the proper upbringing 
of the young. The love of parents for their 
children gives them an advantage, to be sure, 
but that is not enough. Love must be rein- 
forced with patience, knowledge, tactful under- 
standing and companionship. 

War needs have deprived many young peo- 
ple of companionship with their parents. It is 
to these that other adult friends and contacts 
must give that understanding comradeship 
which, more than anything else, provides guard 
against temptation. ° 


German Weaknesses 

In attempting to estimate probable events 
in the European theater of war, it is wise to 
pay particular attention to two most important 
factors in both of which Germany is already 
weak and is daily growing weaker. 

These are the factors of supply, and oil. 

Military observers, both here, in Britain and 
in Russia, are not undnimous in their estima- 
tion of the importance of the Russian gains in 
territory. Some hold that the Red armies are, 
literally, forcing the foe back utterly against 
his will while others believe it is, at least in 
part, a tactical withdrawal by the Germans, 
Whichever is right, the fact remains that the 
Germans must, if they would continue the 
fight, shorten their lines of supply. In other 
words, the Russian front must be brought 
nearer home. 

Transportation is, according to all sources 
of information, one of the main headaches for 
the German staff. The Allied bombings have 
wreaked havoc with German railroad equip- 
ment. Many hundreds of locomotives have been 
destroyed, and other railroad rolling stock 
blasted to ruin is numbered in the tens of thou- 
sands of units. This handicaps the Germans 
not only directly in supplying their armies at 
the front, but indirectly in moving material 
and products to and from the war factories. 

The second vital factor, oil, is of scarcely 
less importance. The great Ploesti oil fields 
in Rumania are already within easy bombing 
distance, from the Russian front. When that 
source of supply is closed to Germany, she 
will have no natural oil resources whatever. 
When her reserve stocks are used, she will 
have to rely entirely on synthetic motor fuel. 

These are two of the chief reasons behind 
recent intimations from various Allied leaders 
that the end of German resistance may come 
any time—perhaps in a few weeks, perhaps six 
months from now, perhaps longer. But, regard- 
less of the stubborn fight being put up by the 
enemy in Italy, regardless of heavy counter- 
attacks against the Russians, regardless of 
any and all flare-ups of ruthless and desperate 
war which may yet come, the truth is the 
enemy’s ability to fight in Europe is slowly but 
surely disintegrating before our eyes. 


So static is the Finnish war that front-line 
soldiers are taking complete college courses. 
We have known all-America halfbacks to do 


this, on the side. 


Georgia Editors Say: 


RETIRING MANPOWER 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

Obviously there is presumption in any criti- 
cism that the layman to military matters directs 
at the War Department for its policy recently in 
retiring many over-age officers. The Army knows 
—at least, should know—its own requirements 
better than any outsider can know them. Be- 
cause of the great responsibility now resting upon 
it, and the need of keeping its own counsel in its 
domestic as well as foreign operations, judgment 
must rest with it. 

Yet the layman, who is constantly exposed to 
the pressure of the government’s manpower pro- 
gram, must be impressed with certain facts. Un- 
doubtedly most of the men being retired have 
had great experience and are full of the wisdom 
that only years can bring. While few of them 
could endure the rigors of active military service, 
there is seemingly no reason why they should not 
now carry on with their duties over here. 


Whether the pressure for promotions from the 
younger officers has influenced in any way the 
retirement policy is a matter that only the Army 
powers-that-be may know. The allegation has 
been made. Under any circumstances, a policy 
that retires to inactive duty at the critical hour 
men with experience, who are still capable even 
of special military service, shoulld be pursued 
with the utmost caution and regard for the na- 
tion’s manpower problem. 
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WASHINGTON PARADE

FORTUNE MAKES SURVEY WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.— 
The interpretation which 


most fair-minded observers placed on the recent November election 
returns, in relatiOn to President Roosevelt’s fourth-term chances, has 
now been confirmed by the latest survey of public sentiment con- 
ducted. by Fortune magazine. : 

It is appropriate to point out in the beginning that heretofore 
Fortune, a great magazine of American busi- 
ness and industry, has established a record for 
accuracy far greater than any of the other na- 
tional poll-takers. Its figures have seldom, if 
ever, deviated from the actual election count by 
more than 1 or 2 per cent. In the 1940 presi- 
dential election it called the turn almost ex- 
actly, while a lot of other similar surveys went 
completely haywire. 

With that sort of record, it is difficult for 
anyone to try to throw down the magazine’s 
current findings, published in the November 
issue. 

While admitting that the recent off-year elec- 
eS tions confirmed a Republican trend which first 
ae came to light with the striking gains the minor- 

ity party registered in the 1942 congressional contests, most ob- 
servers were quick to point out that the results had no important 
bearing on Mr. Roosevelt’s prospects for being elected to a fourth 
term. ' 


F. D. R. CERTAIN WINNER Even if the Republicans did 


succeed in electing a lieutenant 
governor of New York the other day by the biggest majority the 
party has recorded there in years, this does not mean, it was in- 
sisted, that the Republicans have any the better chance of carrying 
the state against Mr. Roosevelt next year, if he is a candidate. 

Much the same thing was said about New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Connecticut, where the Republicans also succeeded in defeating 
their Democratic opponents. 

The current Fortune survey finds precisely that. Roosevelt, as 
a fourth-term candidate, it determines, would be a certain winner, 
if the war is still on. 

Varying slightly from an earlier presidential poll the magazine 
announced in June, the current survey was built around the ques- 
tion of which of eight men the voters would choose for President 
next November, if the war is still on. The list was made up of 
Roosevelt, Dewey, Willkie, MacArthur, Bricker, Wallace, Byrnes 
and Douglas. 

Pitted thus against the entire field of likely candidates in both 
parties, the President received 51.5 per cent of the total vote, with 
oe per cent unwilling or unable to express themselves as to a 
choice.

In the June survey, people were asked whether they would favor 
or oppose the re-election of Roosevelt, if the war was still on. More 
than 64 per cent were for him. 

But as the magazine points out, the fact that only 51.5 per cent 
are for him at this time “cannot be interpreted as a decline of 
strength.” Fortune says, “It indicates merely that he would get 51.5 
per cent if he were running against the whole panel.”

Perhaps a better test of the President’s standing with the country 
was found in a collateral poll taken by the magazine on the ques- 
tion of how the public rates his handling of the war, apart from 
home problems. 

On this score 74.5 per cent answered “good,” compared with 70.4 
per cent in the June survey. Nearly 17 per cent said “only fair,” 
while 3.5 per cent said “poor.” 

Fortune comments thus on these figures: “Though Roosevelt’s 
popularity as commander-in-chief has grown, he has slipped notably 
in the mountain states, which were 72.6 per cent for him in June 
and are only 51.9 per cent for him now. The wealthy, who last 
time were nearly 60 per cent for him, are 69.8 in favor of him now. 
The numerous lower middle groups, which were 71.7 per cent for 
him last time, is 75.7 for him now. Although his increased. stature 
doubtless reflects the African and Sicilian succesg$es, it does not 
benefit by the Italian surrender, which occurred after the survey 
was made. Undeniably he has gained additional esteem since then.”

anyone to stop or slow down. And 
the last of it all will be when we 
are all sucked into the vortex of 
completely worthless money. 

But it looks much as/* though 
they’re going to do the very thing 
we fear. . 

The politicians believe they’ll 
gain votes for harkening to the de- 
mands of the “turn us loose to 
make money” boys. 

And we, who will suffer when 
the inevitable retribution—infla- 
tion—arrives, knowing we are 
helpless to prevent the crime 
about to be perpetrated, salute 
you! :

ATHENS-RECAPITULATION After I had completed a ses 
sion with Professor John 


Drewry’s always-interesting journalism class from the Henry Grady 
School of Journalism at Athens, I had a busy and pleasant after- 
noon. In fact, it stretched on until the next morning. 

After a dinner with the Athens Rotary Club, 
Mr. Wallace Butts, the head coach, discovered 
a large cheese which Mrs. Butts had put away 
against a rainy day. Mr. Butts decided it 
looked like rain and got out the cheese. 

Mr. Earl Ruby, sports editor of the Lotis- 
ville Courier-Journal; Dr. Drewry, Lieutenant 
Rex Enright, and a number of others reminisced 
about football until a late hour. The cheese 
disappeared. 

The next day there was a delightful lunch- 
eon with the Preflight school at the University, 
and in the afternoon a talk with one of my 
favorite persons, Mr. John D. Wade, a teacher, 
poet and philisopher of the University faculty 
and of Marshallville. 

It was then time to go to the meeting which 
had kept me in Athens an extra day. It seems 

that November is the month for church conven- 

tions. I was informed by Dr. Robert Burns, with whom I have 
been associated on some rehabilitation work, that the Christian 
churches of the state were holding their 94th annual state con- 
vention in Athens on the eventng of .Wednesday. | 

Dr. Burns had invited me to visit the first session:-—-On thinking 
it over, I felt a sort of impelling force in the request: In Atlanta 
there was Dr. Louie Newton taking care of the interests of the 
Baptist convention. Dr. Thomas M. Elliott was riding the circuit 
for the Methodists. It seemed to me someone ought to be in Athens 
to look after the interest of the Christians. So, being in Athens, 
I stayed over for the extra day and the convention. 

HERESY It was a very satisfactory dinner which the good ladies 

of the church produced; the table decorations were 
unusually charming and attractive, but, as a Presbyterian, I was 
saddened to see so many intelligent and attractive people who had 
strayed from the true faith, as they say in Scotland. 

Still, it was one of those stubborn Scots who did it. Thomas 
Campbell was a liberal for his day. He believed that even Baptists 
and Methodists might partake of the communion within a church 
of the true faith and he was frowned upon for his heresy to such 
an extent that he withdrew and formed a new church. 

I might say he did'a good job. The contribution of the Chris- 
tian church in Georgia assuredly has been a magnificent one. 
was amazed, however, by the great répresentation in Athens. There 
were congregations represented from the far reaches of the state. 

It was my first experience as a church convention reporter and 
I must confess that I found myself Wishing for the experience of 
a Newton. After all, I have not given much attention to such 
matters. If one is born a Presbyterian, one is elected right into 
Heaven and there is no need to spend any more time worrying 
about it. At least, I think the doctrine of the elect and of pre- 
destination still prevail. They are very comforting and I never 
understood why it was necessary to worry about the hereafter. It 
seems rather like a lack of faith or confidence. But I did regret a 
lack of_experience. 

First I looked about me. On my left was a gentleman whom 
they introduced as a Mr. Mayfield, of the First church in Atlanta. 
I am afraid I stared at him*because he said, “I know what you 
you are thinking and it is true.” I was thinking that he looked 
very much like an old friend of mine, Dr. George Mayfield, who 
taught me German at Vanderbilt University. They are brothers. 
After that it was easy. I could ask questions of him or of Dr. 
Burns on my right. 


A GOOD JOB After all, it turned out to be quite easy. Roy 

Pope, of the Decatur church, quoted Henry 
Grady in his talk. Cecil Hodges, of the Antioch church, founded in 
1807, came through fine, and then came the intermission. 

By this time I had learned that it was a program in which only 
laymen participate. We moved upstairs into the church auditorium 
and I sat with some people from Sandersville and Watkinsville 
while two more laymen, W. C. Suttenfield, of the First church, and 
Knowles Youngblood, of the Peachtree church, made talks. Dr. W. 
Glenn Carter, a pastor, somehow got on the layman’s program. He 
is from West End and the West End people are always hard to beat. 

.By this time I was feeling as calm as if I had been in my own 
office and had decided that Dr. Newton need never suggest to me 
that it is rugged work covering religious conventions. They are pie. 

When the meeting was done and I was waiting for Dr. Burns 
to extricate himself from the crowd which wanted to talk with him, 
I read the last page in the program and discovered an interesting 
page. The laymen had been meeting for the purpose of organizing 
men’s organizations to promote the welfare of their church. The 
Peachtree churchmen’s organization had taken on as its project 
the assistance of rural churches and communities, and with money 
composed of contributions outside the regular church contributions, 
had assisted rural churches with more than $10,000. 

I looked around and I talked with some of those near me and 
I found that almost all the members of the churches in larger cities 
have come originally from the rural churches. I suppose that is 
true of almost all faiths. I began to wonder why more churches 
have not thought of the vital necessity of keeping their rural 
churches strong and able to obtain educated, intelligent, trained 
ministers. I had a good time and I enjoyed it. I wonder who 
made that cake that was served as dessert?

Life Will Be Tougher For Junior 
If Debts Are Heavy and 
His Own Kind Few 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


This is prompted by a letter from an intelligent young matron 
in Iowa, who has two small children and a husband who is making 
more than usual but not “fabulous wages.” She takes issue with 
two recent pieces, one about the unreasonable pay of some war 
workers and one about birth control. 

America is a big country, and what is true of one section is 
not true of another: There are boom towns where workers in war 
industries average less than $25 a week, which isn’t enough, under 
local conditions, to provide a decent living. But there are other 
places—usually where wages are fixed by the government or by 
cost-plus contracts—where pay is unreasonably high and people 
throw their money away for want of anything to buy. 

Why should a young mother care? There are two reasons. On 
most production jobs, the greater part of the cost is wages—which 
means that most of this borrowed money we are spending goes into 
the pockets of workers. Where wages are unreasonably high, and 
goods scarce, people buy what they can without asking the price, 
thus steadily pushing prices higher and forcing all of us to pay 
more for our living. And the billions needlessly spent will be 
added to our future tax burden, and will make life tougher for 
those two little kids. 

The piece about birth control did not discuss the moral aspect 
of it, but only the social or political implications. 

Why should a woman bring more children into the world to face 
an uncertain future and probable depressions and wars? 

The question might have been asked in any period of our 
history. There was never a time when children could begin life 
with assurance of freedom from all tribulation. Life is largely 
what we, as a group, make it, and thus far we have made it hard 
for all of us at times and hard for some of us all the time. 

It is well that we cannot make it too soft, for softness never 
yet has built character, and the earth will be inherited by the 
hard—and the prolific. 

If people wish to see our race die out, they can achieve that 
end rather quickly by limiting each family to one child. And the 
fittest can make the future tough for their progeny if they have 
few children while the unfit, the illiterate and the underprivileged, 
have many. - : 

We don’t make plans for the future greatness of our race, as 
some other peoples do, but at least we should know what we are 
doing and not drift into it in blind unconcern.

House Ways and Means Commit- 


tee, however, both sales tax and 
increased income taxes have been 
rejected. A compromise which has 
been suggested is a graduated or 
progressive sales tax, which would 


skip bare necessities, touch light- 


ly on less essential consumer 
goods, and bear down heavily on 
out-and-out luxuries. If congress, 
in the next few weeka should ex- 
plore such a possibility, it can do 
so in the knowledge that there is 
already a substantial public sup- 
port for a progressive sales tax, 
although there is no clear-cut ma- 
jority, for or against. While ex- 
cise taxes, in their effect, are 
somewhat similar to a luxury tax, 
a substantial bloc of the popula- 
tion would still favor the progres- 
sive tax idea. 

To a representative cross-sec- 
tion of American voters—about 
seven out of every 10 of whom are 
in families which now pay income 


affected by a national sales tax— 
the Institute put this question: 
“It is suggested that a nation- 
wide sales tax be put on every- 
thing people buy, except bare ne- 
cessities.

N ew Clubbing 
Is Almost F ail

A demand for more police pro- 
‘tection has been made by terror- 
stricken residents of southside At- 
‘lanta as the result of another 
fiendish attack upon an unsuspect- 
ing citizen who was found almost 
beaten to death last night on 
Cooper street, near Whitehall 
street. 

The victim was John Wesley 
Matthews, 45, of 377 Cooper street. 
The scene was only a few blocks 
from where two other Atlantans 
were bludgeoned to death and 
robbed within the last seven days, 
all believed by police to be vic- 
tims of a vicious hoodlum gang. 

Battered and bleeding, Matthews 
was discovered in a semi-conscious 
condition by a group of boys. They } 
stopped a motorist, J. H. Raines, 
29, of 86 Ormond street, S. E., 
who hurried the man to Grady 
hospital. His condition late last 
night was reported serious. 
-Although suffering from severe 
injuries about the head and shock, 
Matthews was able to talk to 
Radio Patrolmen G. G. Caldwell 
but he could not 
provide a clue as to the identity of 
assailant. Matthews Said he 
was walking,along Cooper street 
when something hit him and 
everything went black. 

The fact that Matthews was not 
robbed was attributed by the po- 
licemen to the approach of the 
boys. The fact that he survived 
the unmerciful attack was attrib- 
uted by physicians to the man’s 
robust condition. His head was 
covered with deep gashes and 
bruises, the hospital reported. 

Immediately after police were 
notified, Captain Herbert Jenkins 
sent emergency squads, armed 
with shotguns, to patrol the south- 
side area. Meanwhile, the entire 
night homicide squad concentrated 
efforts on tracking down the hood- 
lums.

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Japanese Hoard Warships for Sea Armageddon 


By C. YATES McDANIEL, 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AL- 


LIED HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 18. 
(P)—Japan probably will hold the 
remaining bulk of her battered 
but still formidable navy in re- 
serve until Allied naval formations 
venture in force into the 1,500- 
mile-wide stretch of the Pacific 
lying between her principal north- 
south island lifelines. 

Or she may wait until the war 
reaches Japan's home waters. And 
there is the possibility that an Al- 
lied seaborne attack in force in 
the central Pacific might lure the 
Japanese battle fleet into action. 


The vast sealane between the 
two island lifelines is considered 
the most probable area for a ma- 
jor sea battle. The outer line runs 
through Honshu in Japan proper, 
Bonin, Marianas, Truk and Rabaul. 

The other, also stretching from 
Japan proper to the Southwest 
Pacific, passes through Kyushu, 
Ryuku, Formosa, the Philippines 


and Dutch New Guinea. 

If the Allied fleets venture with- 
in these waters they may be liable 
to attack or threat of attack fro 
Japan’s submarines and _land- 
based planes, 

This air assistance could restore 
to some extent Japan’s fleet bal- 
ance which has been knocked out 
of line by repeated Allied victo- 
ries. Allied announcements list 
some 340 Japanese warships as 
sunk or damaged, including 155 
sunk, 

Losses have been largely in 
cruisers and destroyers. 

Japan still is capable of assem- 
bling a formidable battle fleet. 
The steady growth of American 
Naval power in the Pacific proves 
that our commanders are not as- 
suming that the Japanese navy 
has ceased to exist. 

Tokyo spokesmen have sunk the 
American fleet several times over. 
Such claims are made for the tri- 
ple purpose of bolstering home

Women are just as intelligent 
as men. In fact, they are often 
better workers or better students 
than the male sex. 

The reasons are fairly obvious. 
First, women are faster workers 
and more nimble fingered. 

This result is partly due to 
their shorter arms. . The nervous 
impulses from the brain to tne 
fingertips don’t have to traverse 
as long an arc, so the girls thus 
have a natural advantage. 

Besides, their hands are not as 
large and heavy, so the lessened 
inertia of the latter may also be 
a factor in favor of women. 

Since this is an age wherein 
most of the heavy, back-breaking 
type of work has been taken over 
by machines, women can even run 
a farm without any great strain 
on their physical strength.

The professions now can boast 
of women in almost every field 
of science,

West To Study 
City Pay Plan 


Salary increases estimated at 
from $125,000 to $140,000 for 1944 
probably will be recommended 
for about 2,000 non-school em- 
ployes of the city government by 
a subcommittee from city coun- 
cil’s finance committee, it was in- 
dicated last night. 

The hikes would result from en- 
actment of a system of annual 
automatic increments ranging 
from about $20 a month for jobs 
in lower brackets to about $50 for 
higher brackets, and maximums 
would be reached by dividing the 
range into five annual install- 
ments. :

The immediate gain for the Al- 
lies would be availability of air 
bases from which Axis key points 
in the Balkags could be intensive- 
ly bombarded, possibly by shuttle 
raids to fields in southern Italy. 

Ploesti with its oil treasures is 
only about 300 miles from Istan- 
bul, while nervous Bucharest and 
Sofia are even less. 

More than three years ago Tur- 
key began rebuilding its air force, 
which then numbered only about 
300 first line planes. Now it al- 
most certainly is several times that 
and many could be funnelled in 
swiftly by British and Americans 
to excellent military airfields. 


Well Placed Air Fields. 

The largest and best of the air- 
dromes is Ekhiseher, about 200 
miles southwest of Istanbul, but 
others are well placed all over the 
western part of the nation, includ- 
ing Istanbul, Ankara, Izmir, Adana 
and Diyarbakir. 

Trained in British and Ameri- 
can methods, Turkish pilots are 
relatively well equipped with 
British Hurricane and American 
Tomahawk fighters as well as 
British Blenheim and American 
Martin and Vultee bombers—plus 
some Messerschmitts and Heinkels. 

Turkey’s peacetime army 
strength is about 200,000 which 
could be swiftly raised to 500,000 
by general mobilization, with 1,- 
500,000 more trained or partially 
trained men in reserve. 

The Turkish soldier’s reputation 
for toughness and courage is well 
established and after nearly two 
years of intensive lend-lease aid 
from the United States and -Brit- 
ain he is believed by far the best 
equipped of all Balkan fighting 
men, 

Rich in Artillery. 

The army is rich in antitank and 
antiaircraft artillery and in coast- 
al defense guns as well as lighter 
weapons. Tanks are available in 
small numbers, but due to the ter- 
rain and lack of roads. in Turkey 
—and in the nearby Balkans 
where they might fight offensively 
—this is not regarded as a major 
handicap. 

Under the vigorous leadership 
of Kemal Ataturk and his succes- 
sors the army staff has been kept 
at a high level of proficiency and 
committed to aggressive tactics. 

Turkey As weak in the naval 
category, with only one 22,000-ton 
battle cruiser as a backbone of 
forces that include two ancient 
8,000-ton cruisers, eight destroyers 
and a dozen submarines. 

Her harbors along the Aegean, 
including one at Izmir, could be 


(an invaluable jumping off point, 


however, for naval blows against 
Greece and the Aegean islands. 
Significantly, perhaps, British 
official sources declined informa- 
tion on Turkish naval installations.

Share Thanksgiving Dinner 
With Someone in the Service

While thinking over what to say about this year’s Thanksgiving 


} Day and dinner plans, I casually thumbed back through my files. 
| Coming upon last Thanksgiving Day’s advice, I found this statement: 


“There is no finer way to give thanks than to share your Thanks- 
giving dinner with a soldier or sailor.” It is still as true today as it 
was last Thanksgiving and I want to emphasize it once again. 
There are many boys in near-by camps and training centers, many 
just passing through the city on necessary travel, who would love and 
appreciate the delights of a home-cooked festive meal served in the 
warm and friendly atmosphere of a home. And if you cannot have 
your own boy for Thanksgiving dinner, the next best thing is to have 
somebody else’s boy. 
For a while it looked as if turkeys would be scarce for civilians, 
but checking today I find the supply seems adequate, even though 
the price is high, somewhat more than 50 cents a pound. Other 
foods are plentiful, too, if a turkey is too large for your ‘family: 
chickens, both fryers and roasting fowls; beef roasts, legs of lamb 
and pork loins are available, according to best information. 
First, perhaps, you will want the traditional Thanksgiving menu, 
then helps with the meal’s preparation: 


THANKSGIVING DINNER 
Fruit or Oyster Cocktail 


Roast Turkey Dressing 
Giblet Gravy 
Candied Sweet Potatoes Shredded Green Beans 
(Mashed Turnips and Buttered Onions may be substituted) 
Celery Olives 
Cranberry Jelly 
Bread and Butter 
Pumpkin or Mince Pie 
Coffee Nuts 
That, truly, is a feast, and if you wish you may, of course, reduce 
it according to your conscience for wartime living. But if you’re 
entertaining service men, you'll probably want the dinner to measure 
up to the best traditions.

TO ROAST A TURKEY. 
For best flavor and least shrinkage, roast your turkey uncovered, 
and without water in the pan. Step by step, here’s what to do: 

1, When turkey is thoroughly cleaned, washed and dried, rub 
inside cavity with salt, about 1-8 teaspoon to each pound of turkey. 
2. Place enough dressing in neck to fill it and fasten to back. 

3. Stuff cavity well, but do not pack tightly. 

4, Tie legs close to body, then grease turkey all over with melted 
or softened, unsalted fat. (Salt causes the skin to blister.) 

5. Lay turkey in roasting pan, on a rack preferably, breast down. 

6. Cover with a cloth moistened with melted fat, set oven at 300 
to 325 and keep temperature constant. 

7. As cloth becomes dry, sprinkle melted fat over it or baste right 
through it with drippings from the pan. 

8. After one hour of roasting, cut string that ties the legs, and 
when half of cooking time is up, turn bird: breast side up. Use 
large spoons or spatulas for this, instead of forks. Do not pierce skin.

To many, the stuffing is the best part of the turkey meal. There 
are many stuffings, but cornbread is an all-southern favorite. 


Cornbread Stuffing. 

Put 1-4 cup minced onions and. 1-2 cup diced celery in 4 table- 
spoons fat in fryimg pan. Simmer 5 minutes. Pour this over 4 cups 
crumbled cornbread and 4 cups day-old white or whole wheat bread. 
Add 1 teaspoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon poultry season- 
ing or sage. Add 2 eggs, beaten into 1 cup of hot milk and 1-3 cup 
melted butter or margarine. One tablespoon chopped parsley gives 
extra flavor. Mix ingredients lightly, but well. This dressing will 
be light and fluffy. Bake the surplus in a greased baking dish,

Add: One cup small oysters; or 1 cup diced, boiled chestnuts; or 
1 cup nuts and raisins; or 1 cup chopped, tart apples; or 1 cup browned

Allow Children To Stay Home 
If Signs of Illness Appear 


By Dr. William Brady. 


In the public schools today, in 
private schools, too, there are two 
opposing principles or schools of 
thought. The benighted old-fash- 
ioned principle is that the child 
should keep coming to school as 
long as it is physically possible, 
and not remain out of school on 
account of a mere “cold.” Too 
many school physicians, superin- 
tendents or principals, teachers, 
nurses hold this view—they are 
inspired mainly by the desire to 
maintain a good attendance rec- 
ord, and, unfortunately for public 
welfare, in many communities 
school moneys are apportioned 
according to the attendance rec- 
ord, regardless of the effect of this 
vicious plan on the health of pu- 
pils. The enlightened modern 
principle is that the child must be 
excluded from school if the child 
has any sign or symptom of an 
alleged “cold.” In more and more 
schools this modern principle is 
gaining ascendancy in spite of the 
indifference or actual resistance of 


the local medical and health au-|' 


thorities, for through one agency 
and another the public is slowly 
but surely becoming conscious of 
the fact that the cause of three- 
fourths of all the illness attended 
by physicians is respiratory infec- 
tion, and this increasing popular 
intelligence is a matter which it 
behooves the medical profession 
to recognize, if the profession is 
to keep up with progress. 

Here is the guiding rule for 
every good parent: If your child 
has any sign or symptom which 
purports to be a “cold,” sore 
throat, running or stuffeti up nose, 
coughing or sneezing and redness 
of eyes, feverishness, hoarseness, 
do. not allow the child to go to 
school until the symptoms disap- 
pear or you can have medical ad- 
vice. Do not be dissuaded from 
applying this rule by any snap 
judgment of teacher, principal or 
nurse who may be primarily con- 
cerned about maintaining a good 
attendance record and getting a 
good share of the tax money for 
the schools of the district.

Answer—Any patient receiving 
sulfa drugs should be free from 
work, should not drive or other- 
wise take serious responsibilities 
for at least a week.

Nephews in high school, one 14, 
the other 15 years old. How many 
hours sleep do they require at 
night? (E, A.) 

Answer—Children between 12 
and 16 years of age require nine 
hours sleep every night. If they 
get less than that they are likely 
to be stunted, puny, weak, neu- 
rotic, sickly. Nothing like late 


hours for retarding naturai growth, 


spoiling good looks or beauty, 
making the child irritable, dis- 
agreeable, morbid. 

When a Guy Wants a Drink. 

I was a guest at dinner the other 
evening where a_ six-year-old 
child was at table. The adults had 
a glass of water, not the child. He 
made several attempts to reach for 
it, but his parents would not let 
him have any water at mealtime. 
They seemed to think it diluted 
the gastric juice and prevented 
digestion. (G. J. C.) 

Answer—That is wrong. When 
a child or anyone else is thirsty 
at mealtime a giass of water will 
increase flow of gastric juice and 
improve digestion.

Others are impaired di- 
gestion, constipation, irritability, 
and other symptoms of nervous- 
ness, and loss of weight and vi- 
tality. The effects of this vita- 
min are so far-reaching that it is 
called the building-block for 
health. 


Nutritionists and doctors agree 
that food is the cheapest and best 
source of any vitamin because it 
furnishes so many other essen- 
tials. But with a lagging appe- 
tite, the doctor will often suggest 
one or two tablets, one milligram 
each, of pure Vitamin B11 (or, 
thiamin, which is the scientific 
term) per day, to be taken just 
before or with meals. Later on, 
when your appetite has picked up, 
the additional Vitamin B can be 
taken in the form of wheat germ 
cooked in with a whole. grain 
breakfast cereal, or in dried bréw- 
er’s yeast tablets, which are 
classed as food. 

The use of these special sources 
will give you a keener apprecia- 
tion of food in a very short time. 
You won't be having to force your- 
self to eat. You will enjoy a big 
bowl of cereal and milk with 
cream for breakfast every morn- 
ing—something too hearty to 
bear thinking about before! And 
you will soon be able to add a 
slice of toast and even an egg 
to that meal. 

The fix you are in is just the 
opposite of that of the overweight. 
She needs to shrink her stomach 


and you want to Increase your 
food capacity. You do it gradual- 
ly, by taking a little more food at 
each meal. Until you have a good 


capacity for food, have a glass of 
milk or an eggnogg in the mid- 
morning and mid-afternoon: This 
is an excellent idea for any thin 
girl who does hard work and finds 
herself too tired to eat by meal- 
time. 

If you are the average thin girl, 
you should step up your calories 
by about 500 a day. That gives 
you a reserve to be stored as fat, 
Because of your uncertain stom- 
ach, it is very important to get 
these calories in a form that 
doesn’t place any tax on your di- 
gestive system. Milk, the various 
milk beverages, butter and cream 
soups are particularly good in 
your menus. They go down more 
easily than solids and you can get 
a surprising number of calories in 
them—especially in the malt, or 
chocolate preparations. 


Another gaining measure is to 
take one teaspoonful of codliver 
oil a day for extra calories and vi- 
tamins A and D which help great 
ly in building up resistance.
